FOREIGN TRADE OF THE UNITED KINGDOM IN 
NOVEMBER, 1901. 


I—General. 


The trade returns for November, 1901, show a decrease as com- 
pared with the corresponding month of 1900 in the values of the 
' Imports, into the United Kingdom, and of the Exports of British 
and Irish produce and manufactures, but a slight increase in the 
Exports of foreign and Colonial merchandise. 

The value of the Imports in November, 1901, was 46,810,5531., 
@ decrease of 2,923,1771:; or 5°9 per cent., as compared with 
those in November, 1900, whilst the total Exports amounted to 
27,922,0371., thus showing a net decrease of 1,715,8671. The 
Exports of British and Irish produce and manufactures alone 
show a decrease of 1,782,213/., or 7:2 per cent., whilst there is 
a slight increase of 66,346/., or 1:3 per cent. in the Exports of 
foreign and Colonial merchandise. 


I1.—Imports. 

On reference to the table of imports for the month given at 
pp. 511-2, the decrease above noted is found to be mainly accounted 
‘for by a falling of 998,154/. in “raw materials for sundry indus- 
tries and manufactures” (Section VII.), of 793,442/. in “dutiable 
articles of food and drink” (Section II. B), and of 521,452I. in 
“raw materials for textile manufactures.” 

From an examination of the detailed tables showing increase or 
decrease for each article, it appears as regards the first of the 
figures just given, viz., 998,154/. decrease in raw materials for 
sundry industries and manufactures, that its chief components are 
wood and timber 817,222/. (751,052/. relating to timber measured 
-by loads, and the reduction in number of latter being 266,392), 
and nitrate of soda 148,367/. 
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The second figure (793,442/., decrease in “ dutiable articles of 
food and drink”) is mainly accounted for by a falling off of 
548,889/. in sugar, and 361,916/. in tea, whilst the third decrease 
(521, 4521, in “raw materials for textile manufactures”) chiefly 
results from decreases of 219,692/. in raw cotton, of 189,492/. in 
sheep or lamb’s wool, and 120,954/. in jute. Hemp shows an 
increase of 114,7701. 


III.—Exports of Home Produce. 


The falling off of 1,782,2131., to which attention has been called 
in the second paragraph of this article, is mainly the result of 
the following decreases, viz., 1,373,7831. in “raw materials” 
(Section III.), 251,055/. in “ metals and articles manufactured 
therefrom (except machinery and ships)” (IV. B), 203,517/. in 

“machinery and mill work” (IV. C), and 366,291/. in “new 
ships not registered as British ” (IV. D). 

The detailed tables show that a reduction of 1,359,637/. in the 
value of shipments of coal (reduction in quantity being 590,158 
tons) mainly accounts for the largest of the above decreases ; the 
reduction under metals, &c., is more than accounted for by a 
decrease of 332,267/. in the value and of 18,303 tons in the quan- 
tity of the imports of “Iron, unwrought and wrought.” “Copper, 
unwrought and wrought” on the other hand, shows an increase 
of 22,964 tons in quantity and 65,2911. in value. As regards 
other items of export, steam engines show a decrease in value of 
51,615/., and other descriptions of machinery of 151,902/. Cotton 
yarn shows an increase of 9,282,500 Ibs. in quantity and 73,2941. 
in value, and cotton piece-goods of 15,842,300 yards in quantity 
and 45,7711. in value. 


IV.—Trade for the Eleven Months (January-November). 


The value of the Imports from foreign countries and British 
possessions amounted in the first eleven months of the current 
year to 475,506,5401., showing a decrease of 1,769,4071. as com- 
pared with the ‘corresponding period of 1900. As regards the 


principal categories of imported goods, articles of food and drink, 


duty free, show an increase of 6,946,784/. over the first eleven 
months of last year, chemicals, dyestuffs and tanning substances, 
an increase of 510,970/., raw materials for textile manufactures 
1,344,062/., and manufactured articles 774,9911. On the other 
hand, animals, living, for food, show a decrease of 112,075l., duti- 
able articles of food and drink 2,435,9471., tobacco 37,215/., metals 
1,857,1471., oils 72,569/., and raw materials for sundry industries 
7,318,7371. 
The Exports of British produce and manufactures during the 
first eleven mouths of 1901 were valued at 256,185,112/., showing 
a net decrease of 11,654,222/. The categories which show a falling 
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off contributing to this result comprised the following, viz.: raw 
materials, 7,753,933/., the decrease in coal amounting to 7,533,843. 
(in tons the falling off is 2,168,435); metals and articles manu- 
factured therefrom (except machinery and ships), 5,875,0241. ; 
machinery and millwork, 1,524,827/.; ships, new, not registered 
as British, 541,082/.; chemicals and chemical and medicinal pre- 
parations, 273,282/. ; and animals living, 167,328/. On the other 
hand, articles of food and drink have increased 1,207,592/.; yarns 
and textile fabrics, 817,779/.; and apparel and articles of personal 
use, 454,554, 

The exports of foreign and colonial merchandise during the eleven 
months ended 30th ult., amounted in value to 61,934,5961., showing 
an increase of 3,891,914/. over the figures for the first eleven 
months of 1900. 


V.—Shipping in November, 1901. 


The tonnage of vessels entered at ports in the United Kingdom 
from foreign countries and British possessions, with cargoes, during 
November, 1901, amounted to 2,951,913 tons, and the tonnage 
cleared to 3,541,715 tons, as against 3,13',149 tons entered and 
3,716,312 tons cleared in November, 1900. With regard to the 
coasting trade, the tonnage entered with cargoes during November, 
1901, amounted to 2,491,567 tons, and the tonnage cleared to 
2,464,385 tons, as against 2,497,485 tons entered, and 2,447,099 
tons cleared in November, 1900. 


VI.—Eleven Months’ Shipping (January-November, 1901). 


The tonnage of vessels entered at portsinthe United Kingdom from 
foreign countries and British possessions, with cargoes, during the 
eleven months ended 30th November, 1901, amounted to 33,153,592 
tons, and the tonnage cleared to 40,023,010 tons, as against 
33,196,311 tons entered and 40,357,421 tons cleared in the eleven 
months January—November, 1900. With regard to the coasting 
trade, the tonnage entered with cargoes during the first eleven 
months of 1901 amounted to 28,127,911 tons, and the tonnage 
cleared to 27,806,843 tons, as against 28,431,568 tons entered, and 
28,026,210 tons cleared in the first eleven months of 1900.

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TARIFF CHANGES

GERMANY. 


The Board of Trade have received, through the Foreign Office, 
Siistinien translations of certain Orders, recently issued 
Seciieen by the Hamburg Customs Authorities, affecting 

the classification for Tariff purposes of certain 
articles imported into the German Customs Union. The following 
is the substance of these Orders :— 

Lable-tops and oil trays for sewing-machine stands, even when 
imported separately from the machines, are to be treated as parts 
of sewing-machines (if recognisable as such), and are to pay duty 
—_ No. 15b (2) of the Tariff, according to the material of which 
made. 

Bird-skins.—. Skins of swans, herons, and divers (grebes), imported 
from the Argentine Republic under the designation of “raw skins 
of wild game,” are to be admitted free of duty, under No. 12b of 
the Tariff, as “‘ birds-skins intended to be tanned,” even although 
they may be dried and prepared to protect them against putre- 
faction and moths. 

Cocobolo wood of the quality usually imported into Hamburg is 
to pay duty as “round wood in blocks (hard), not specially 
enumerated,” under No. 13c (1) of the Tariff, at the rate of 
20 pfennigs per 100 kilogs. (= 2s. O4d. per ton), or 1 mark 
20 pfennigs per cubic metre (= 11d. per cubic yard). 

Advertising cards of about the same size as post-cards, having a 
coloured picture and a trade mark on the front and advertising 
matter (with no space for written additions) on the back, are to 
pay duty as “printed paper cards, ready tor use,” under No. 27f 
(2) of the Tariff, at the rate of 12 marks per 100 kilogs. (6s, 1d. 
per ewt.). 


FRANCE. 


The Board of Trade have received, through the Foreign Office, 
iain copies of certain Circulars recently issued by 
Decisions. the French Customs Department for the guid- 

ance of their officers, containing the following 

Decisions affecting the application of the French Customs Tariff :— 

Allowance to sugars of French Colonies during the season 1901- 

1902, “ for waste in manufacture.’ —Under the provisions of Article 

2, Section 1, of the Law of the 13th July, 1886, sugars of French 

’ Colonies shipped to France are entitled to an allowance for waste 

in manufacture equivalent to the average excess-yield obtained by 

the home sugar industry in the preceding season. This average 
excess-yield having been equal to 28°97 per cent. in the season 

1900-1901, French Colonial sugars imported into France during 

the season from the Ist September, 1901, to the 31st August, 1902, 

will receive an allowance for waste of 28-97 per cent.

Aerated water syphons.—Vessels or syphons for aerated waters, 
of glass or crystal, neither cut, engraved, nor ornamented, which 
have hitherto been classified as “ bottles,” are in future to be 
dutiable as “ table-glass, plain and moulded,” under No. 350 of the 
Tariff, at the rate of 4 francs per 100 kilogs. gross (1s. 74d. per 
ewt. gross). 


FRANCE—TUNIS. 
The French “ Journal Officiel” for the 30th ult. contains the text 
of a Decree fixing at 20,000,000 kilogs. the 
quantity of olive oil of Tunisian 
Oil into France. which may be imported into France free of 
duty during the 12 months ending the 30th 
November, 1902. 


SPAIN. 


With reference to the notice which appeared at p. 455 of last 
week’s issue of the ‘Journal,’ respecting the 
Tt gt . payment in gold of the Customs duties leviable 

Gold Rate of 0” certain articles imported into Spain, the 

Exchange Board of Trade have now received, through the 

‘ Foreign Office, a complete translation of the 

Bill providing for such payments. One of the provisions of the 
Bill is to the following effect :— 

“ By the average rate of exchange will be understood the profit 
“on Bill on sight from Madrid on Paris, according to the Official 
“ Bulletin of prices of the Madrid Bourse, in the month previous 
“to that in which the payment of duties . . . . takes place. On 
“‘the last day of each month the Minister of Finance will fix the 
“rate of exchange at which reductions in the payment of duties 
“ for the following month will be carried out, and this rate wili be 
* published in the ‘ Madrid Gazette.’ 

According to a further despatch received from the same source, 
the Minister of Finance has fixed the rate of exchange for the 
month of December at 42°38 per cent., this having been the 
average rate during the month of November.

Herbs in alcohol.—Herbs in alcohol, being articles manufactured 
by uniting or combining two elements or ingredients, are essentially 
compounds, and as they contain alcohol are dutiable at the rate of 
60 cents per lb. and 45 per cent. «d valorem, under paragraph 2 
of the Tariff. Alcoholic extracts of herbs are dutiable at the 
same rate. 

Gloves.—Gloves made in chief value of cotton, and having a 
rubber braid or band at the wrist, are dutiable as cotton wearing 
apparel, under paragraph 314 of the Tariff, at the rate of 50 per cent. 
ad, valorem. 

Cotton cloths.—Fancifully-woven cotton cloths having open- 
work stripes and other figures, similar in some respects to net or 
netting, and bearing in certain portions some resemblance to lace, 
are not dutiable as lace or lace goods (imitation or real), but 
are dutiable under the “countable paragraphs” of the Tariff 
(Nos. 304-310), with the additional duty of 2 cents per square 
yard provided in paragraph 315. ; 

Prepared vegetables——Vegetables cut open and washed and 
dried in the sun are dutiable as prepared vegetables, under para- 
graph 241 of the Tariff, at the rate of 40 per cent. ad valorem. 

Carbonate of baryta, precipitated —The exemption of carbonate 

of baryta from duty, under paragraph 489 of the Tariff, extends 
only to the natural mineral product known as “ witherite.” The 
artificial product, known as “carbonate of baryta, precipitated,” is 
dutiable as a chemical salt or compound, under paragraph 3 of the 
Tariff, at the rate of 25 per cent. ad valorem. 
_ Cotton tracirig cloth—Cotton tracing cloth, cut into sizes ready 
for use, is dutiable as ‘“‘ cotton cloth, filled or coated,” under 
paragraph 311 of the Tariff, at the rate of 3 cents per square yard 
and 20 per cent. ad valorem. 

Artificial wreaths —Memorial wreaths of metal, or of metal and 
porcelain, painted to represent natural growths, are dutiable as 
artificial leaves and flowers, under paragraph 425 of the Tariff, at 
the rate of 50 per cent. ad valorem.

only as ballast in French steamers working in a 
regular line between Bordeaux and New York, which were not 
able to find other cargo to bring home. 

This year, however, in addition to this ballast coal, of which 
1,500 tons were brought in the last steamer, two cargoes have been 
brought over, one of 3,600 tons in a British steamer, and one of 
5,000 tons in a Spanish steamer, while another 5,000 tons have 
been bought and are awaiting shipment. 

The Consul also writes as follows: “I am informed by experts, 
that there is very little to choose for steam purposes between the 
best American and the best Welsh coal, and that the demand for 
the one or the other will, in the future, when American coal has 
become better known, be a question of cost of production and 
freights.” 

The cost of the coal, according to the Consul, is much lower in 
the United States than in the United Kingdom, but it appears to 
be only the excessively low freights at present prevailing on the 
other side of the Atlantic which allow of its being imported into 
Bordeaux. To obtain these low freights the coal appears to have 
to wait its chance. 

The two cargoes mentioned above were shipped at 8s. 6d. and 
_ 9s, 6d. a ton as against 4s. from Cardiff. 

The Consul further writes: ‘‘ For the men to restrict output in 
order to keep up prices so that they may draw higher wages on 
the sliding scale, is to play directly into the hands of the American 
coal trade and to allow it to get a grip of the market, which it will 
be careful not tolose...... 

“T believe, for gas-making purposes, American coals cannot at 
present, at any rate, enter the market against English gas coal.”

A formal investigation was held at the Town Hall, Burslem,.on 
: the 21st, 22nd, and 23rd ult., into the circum- 
—* stances attending the explosion of a boiler at 
Explosions Act. Burslem on the 5th October last, whereby loss 
; of life ensued. 

The boiler, one of the vertical type, was constructed in 1880, 
and it was in the possession of a firm of brewers until 1894, when 
it was sold to a contractor at Manchester. The boiler was then 
employed upon a contract at New Brighton until October, 1896, 
when it was returned to the contractor’s premises at Manchester, 
and remained in the open air until September, 1898, when it was 
sold by auction and purchased by a boiler maker at Cobridge. 
The boiler maker’s business was managed by his son, a boiler- 
smith. 

An engineer was carrying on business at Stockport and Cobridge, 
and it was his practice to entrust the management of the branch 
at Cobridge to a qualified engineer. In May, 1898, the qualified 
engineer left and the business was temporarily entrusted to the 
cashier, who, without the knowledge of his principal, but in his 
name, purchased the boiler from the boilersmith. 

The boilersmith, having examined the boiler, considered that it 
was fit for a working pressure of 50 lbs. per square inch, and it 
was tested by hydraulic pressure to 100 lbs. per square inch in the 
presence of the cashier, whom the boilersmith believed to be a 
qualified engineer. 

The cashier sold the boiler to a furniture remover in December, 
1898, informing him that it had been tested to a pressure of 
100 lbs. per square inch, and that it was comparatively new. 

The boiler was used about once a week to supply steam to a 
chaff cutter, and on the 5th October it was being so used when it 
exploded. It was projected to a considerable height, fell into the 
public street, and, rolling over it, killed a child. Another child 
who was playing in the vicinity of the boiler at the time was also 
killed. The owner was so severely scalded that he died on the 
19th October, and three other persons were injured. The lower 
part of the up-take and furnace-crown had wasted from corrosion, 
and the crown of the fire-box collapsed and ruptured. 

The Court found that the explosion was caused by over-pressure, 
the boiler at the time of the explosion being unfit to resist any 
useful steam-pressure ; that it was not fit for a working pressure 
of 50 Ibs. when it was suld in 1898; that the owner believing that he’ 
had purchased the boiler from a first-class engineer, was justified 
in using it for a considerable period without examination, but that 
he was not justified in not having it examined during the last year ; 
that the explosion was contributed to by the boilersmith, who’ 
had not made a proper examination of the boiler in 1898, and by 
whom the working pressure of 50 lbs. had been fixed without

sufficient data; that the explosion was directly caused by the 
cashier in selling as comparatively new a second-hand boiler, and 
that. his conduct was highly reprehensible. 

The Court held the boiler-maker responsible for the neglect of 
his son, the boilersmith, but having regard to the fact that the 
boiler was sold to an engineer and that the boilersmith declined 
to give a guarantee with it, no order for payment of costs was 
made against the boiler-maker. 

The Court also held the engineer responsible for the neglect of 
his cashier. The cashier had absconded, and the Court, considering 
that the engineer had been badly treated by him, made no order 
for costs against the engineer.

THE COMMERCIAL INTELLIGENCE BRANCH 


OF THE 


BOARD OF TRADE. 


The Intelligence Branch of the Commercial Department of the Board of 
Trade has been established with a view to meet the constantly increasing 
demand for prompt and accurate information on commercial matters, so far as 
it can be met by Government action. In deciding to establish this new 
branch, the Board of Trade were largely influenced by the recommenda- 
tions contained in the Report* of a Departmental Committee composed not J 
only of representatives of the various Government Departments concerned, @ 
but also of prominent representatives of commercial interests, which was @J 
appointed in July, 1897. The Committee referred to was requested to @ 
consider and advise (1) as to the best means of collecting and of dissemi- @ 
nating among those interested prompt and accurate information upon 
commercial subjects, and (2) as to the collection of samples, especially 
of goods of foreign manufacture competing with British productions, and 
the exhibition of such samples to manufacturers and traders in this 
country. As a result of their deliberations the Committee recommended 
under head (1) the establishment of a new office, under the Board of Trade, 
on lines which the Board have followed generally in the creation of the 
Intelligence Branch, and this Branch is consequently intended to become a 
centre at which information on all subjects of commercial interest shall 
be collected and focussed in a form convenient for reference. In addition, it 
is the duty of the Branch, as far as circumstances permit, to afford 
information in reply to all inquiries on commercial matters which may be 
addressed to it, whether written or verbal. 

The office, which is temporarily housed at No. 50, Parliament Street, 
London, 8.W., was opened on the 23rd October, 1899; its principal officer 
(under the Controller-General of the Commercial, Statistical, and Labour 
Departments of the Board of Trade) being Mr. T. Worthington, who recently 
acted as Special Commissioner to the Board in an inquiry into the condition 
and prospects of British trade in certain South American countries. The 
“Intelligence Branch” will endeavour, on application being made to it, to 
supply information with regard to the following subjects, viz. :—Commercial 
Statistics; Matters relating to Foreign and Colonial Tariffs; Excise and 
“ Consumption” duties; Port, Harbour, and Tonnage dues, and other charges on 
Shipping ; Customs Regulations ; Consular Fees ; Forms of Certificates of Origin; | 

sons concerning Commercial Travellers ; Trading Licenses; Foreign and 
Colonial Contracts open to Tender; Foreign and Colonial Bounties ; Lists of 
Firms abroad. engaged in particular lines of business in different localities, &c., &c. 
An Inquiry Room, at which copies of official publications, directories, and 
other works of reference may be consulted, is reserved at the offices of the 
Branch for the convenience of personal applicants. 

The “ Board of Trade Journal” is the principal medium through which 
intelligence collected by the Branch and intended for general information is 
conveyed to the public. The Journal, which, up to the close of 1899, was 
issued monthly at the price of 6d., is now issued weekly at the price of 1d.
